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To  His  Excellency,  Andrew  G.  Curtin, 

Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  : 

Sir: — In  laying  before  you  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  State  Lunatic  Hospital,  the  Board  of  Trustees  congratulate  you  that 
the  Institution  is  unobtrusively  and  steadily  carrying  out  the  benevolent 
design  of  its  founders. 

It  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  on  the  first  day  of  October, 
1851.  Since  that  period,  nearly  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty  persons*  have 
participated  in  its  benefits.  Of  this  number  more  than  three  hundred 
and  sixty  have  been  discharged  “restored,”  capable  of  again  entering  into 
the  business,  discharging  the  duties,  and  partaking  of  the  enjoyments  of 
life.  Between  four  hundred  and  twenty  and  four  hundred  and  thirty 
have  been  “improved,”  and  their  condition  greatly  ameliorated.  Those 
who  have  departed  this  life,  were  rendered  as  comfortable  as  possible, 
their  sufferings  assuaged,  and  sources  of  consolation  enlarged,  and  they 
were  watched  over  with  tender  solicitude  and  undeviating  kindness. 

It  is  delightful  to  contemplate  the  blessings  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Lunatic  Hospital  has  conferred  on  a  class  of  our  fellow  citizens  on  whom 
the  hand  of  affliction  has  pressed  so  heavily,  and  who  are  entitled  to  our 
warmest  sympathy:  and  it  must  undoubtedly  be  a  source  of  the  highest 
gratification  to  the  Kepresentatives  of  the  People  to  know  that  their  wise 
benevolence  has  been  productive  of  so  much  good,  and  that  the  bounty  of 
the  Commonwealth  has  been  beneficial  to  the  whole  State. 

While  the  two  Lunatic  Hospitals  under  the  patronage  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  and  the  Friends’  Asylum  for  the 
Insane,  are  conferring  inestimable  blessings  on  those  placed  under  their 
care,  it  is  sad  to  contemplate  the  deplorable  condition  of  the  Insane  in  the 
Poor  Houses,  where  no  suitable  provision  has  been  made.  In  a  letter 
recently  addressed  by  the  Philadelphia  Society  for  Alleviating  the  Miseries 
of  Public  Prisons,  to  your  Excellency,  and  transmitted  by  you  to  the 
Legislature,  the  Society  remarks  that  the  “inquiries  made  through  the 
agents  of  the  Society,  into  the  condition  of  the  Prisons  and  Alms  Houses 
of  the  State,  have  forced  upon  the  attention  of  the  agents,  and  the  consi-

deration  of  the  Society,  the  treatment  of  the  Insane.”  The  reports  “give 
instances  of  most  shameful  neglect  or  maltreatment  of  the  poor  insane, 
and  to  such  a  degree  has  this  cruelty  extended,  that  in  more  than  one 
instance,  it  is  noticed,  that  strong  pens  are  made,  in  which  the  insane  are 
kept.  They  strip  themselves,  and  are  left  in  cold  and  nakedness.  The 
informant,  a  high  public  functionary,  said  he  had  not  seen  it  in  his  county, 
but  in  several  others  he  had  seen  them  chained  in  pens,  naked  and  filthy, 
and  they  were  visited  by  passers  by  and  boatmen  from  the  canal,  as  objects 
of  curiosity.”  That  any  such  cases  exist,  is  revolting  to  humanity,  and 
will  not  be  allowed  to  continue  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  apartments  designed  for  this  class  of  persons,  in  most  instances, 
were  built  simply  with  a  view  to  the  safe  custody  of  the  patient,  and  not 
with  any  reference  to  his  exercise,  recreation,  medical  and  hygienic 
treatment.  With  every  desire  to  ameliorate  his  unhappy  lot,  the  Over¬ 
seers  are  deterred  by  the  expense  that  would  be  incurred.  Pew,  if  any  of 
the  counties,  would  be  willing  or  able  to  meet  so  large  an  outlay,  as  would 
be  necessary  to  accomplish  this  humane  and  desirable  object.  The  fre¬ 
quent  changes  of  the  local  Board  would  probably  prevent  any  system 
being  effectually  carried  out  for  a  series  of  years. 

The  most  economical  and  efficient  plan  would  be,  for  the  Common¬ 
wealth  to  take  this  unfortunate  portion  of  her  citizens  under  her  immediate 
protection,  and  from  time  to  time  to  cause  to  be  erected  in  proper  situa¬ 
tions,  such  buildings  as  would  possess  all  the  requisites  for  health  and 
comfort,  and  be  under  the  management  of  gentlemen  distinguished  for 
their  skill  in  the  treatment  of  the  diseases  of  the  mind.  In  the  Alms 
Houses,  many  cases  that  are  curable  in  their  first  stages,  become  chnmic, 
and  the  unfortunate  victim  may  linger  on  through  years  of  wretchedness, 
a  burthen  on  the  county.  In  a  State  Hospital  they  would  probably  be 
restored  to  their  families,  and  become  again  useful  members  of  society. 

Another  advantage  of  these  establishments  being  under  the  immediate 
control  and  fostering  care  of  the  State,  would  bef  that  any  improvement 
introduced  into  one.  would  be  promptly  communicated  to  all  the  others. 

Much  more  exact  information  would  also  he  obtained  of  the  number 
and  condition  of  the  Insane  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

No  provision  has  been  made  for  Insane  Criminals,  other  than  the 
Prison  affords.  While  it  would  not  only  be  injudicious,  but  cruel,  to 
make  these  persons  the  associates  of  the  virtuous;  unquestionably  some 
proper  asylum  should  be  provided  for  them,  where  they  would  receive 
that  kind  and  appropriate  attention,  by  which  they  might  be  restored  to 
their  reason.  It  would  be  vain  to  expect  reformation,  where  reason  has 
lost  her  balance. 
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On  the  first  of  January,  1864,  the  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital 
was  281,  viz :  148  males  and  183  females.

The  new  heating  apparatus,  authorized  in  1863,  has  been  completed, 
and  is  now  in  successful  operation.  It  is  not  only  more  effective,  but 
more  economical  than  the  one  it  has  replaced. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  furnishes  a  full  statement  of  the 
operations  of  the  Institution  for  the  year  that  has  just  closed. 

The  Board  refer  to  the  Steward’s  annual  statement  for  the  details  of  the 
expenditures  for  1864.  The  fiscal  condition  of  the  Hospital  is  exhibited 
by  the  account  of  the  Treasurer.  The  expenditures  have  been  guarded 
with  sedulous  care,  and  no  outlay  has  taken  place  that  could  be  avoided. 
Notwithstanding  the  greatly  enhanced  cost  of  all  artic'es  of  living,  the 
Board  have  the  satisfaction  to  state  that  the  Hospital  is  free  from  debt, 
and  that  the  appropriation  from  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  Establishment,  will  not  be  greater  this  year  than  last,  to 
wit:  twelve  thousand  dollars.  But  as  a  large  portion  of  the  beds  and 
bedding  are  worn  out,  a  new  supply  is  requisite,  and  a  portion  of  the 
furniture  needs  to  be  replaced.  For  this  purpose  an  additional  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars  is  asked. 

The  management  of  the  Garden  and  Farm  has  been  satisfactory.  The 
former  not  only  supplies  an  abundance  and  variety  of  excellent  vegetables, 
but  is  a  source  of  amusement  to  some  of  the  patients,  who  find  pleasant 
and  soothing  occupation  there.  The  farm  also  gives  to  them  agreeable 
and  invigorating  employment. 

The  grounds,  under  the  judicious  management  of  the  Superintendent, 
are  yearly  becoming  more  beautiful  and  attractive,  and  afford  delightful 
walks  for  the  patients. 

Unceasing  efforts  are  made  to  afford  them  suitable  recreation  and 
exercise.  They  have  ■  frequent  opportunities  to  ride,  walk,  &c.  They 
enjoy  the  Ten-pin  alley,*  the  Gymnasium,  and  other  innocent  and  healthful 
sports  and  pastimes.  Those  who  are  disposed  to  read,  have  access  to  the 
library  Many  newspapers,  and  a  few  other  periodicals,  are  generously 
given  to  the  Institution  by  the  publishers.  To  these  kind  friends  the 
Board  tender  their  cordial  thanks,  and  hope  that  such  generous  examples 
will  be  followed. 

The  enlargement  of  the  Library  is  a  desideratum.  The  publishers  and 
booksellers  of  our  State  could,  at  little  cost  to  themselves,  greatly  promote 
this  object.  A  few  suitable  books  from  each  would  soon  replenish  the 


*Miss  D.  L.  Dix  kindly  provided  the  funds  for  the  erection  of  the  Ten-pin  alley. 
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library,  and  enlarge  its  usefulness.  Pictures,  engravings,  philosophical 
apparatus,  and  indeed  every  thing  calculated  to  tranquilize  and  improve 
the  mind,  to  soften  and  refine  the  manners,  and  to  render  the  inmates 
cheerful  and  happy  will  he  acceptable.  All  these  things  are  calculated  to 
produce  a  beneficial  result.  With  more  ample  means  the  Board  could 
procure  many  articles,  that  would  be  useful;  but  in  the  present  state  of 
the  country,  they  forbear  to  call  upon  the  State  for  any  appropriation 
which  is  not  absolutely  requisite  for  the  support  of  the  Institution. 

The  Trustees  again  unite  in  expressing  their  approbation  of  the  zeal, 
ability  and  success  with  which  Dr.  Curwen,  the  Superintendent,  has 
discharged  his  various  and  important  duties,  and  of  the  fidelity  and  hearty 
co-operation  of  his  officers. 

Earnestly  commending  this  noble  Institution  to  the  patronage  of  the 
Chief  Magistrate  and  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  and  fervently  invoking 
the  Almighty  to  bless  it  and  guide  those  entrusted  with  its  management, 
the  Trustees  submit  to  you  their  report.  »

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  Hospital: 

*  • 

Gentlemen  : — The  current  of  Hospital  life  flows  in  such  an  equable 
stream,  and  so  little  disturbed  by  the  various  incidents  of  daily  occurrence, 
that,  to  a  looker  on,  the  slight  ripples  on  the  surface  only  serve  to  indicate 
the  healthy  agitation  produced  by  favoring  prosperous  gales. 

As  in  ordinary  life,  we  note  only  those  occurrences  which  change  the 
usual  routine  of  each  day,  and  by  their  action  increase  our  joy  or  sorrow, 
our  anxieties  or  disappointments,  our  hopes  or  fears :  so  the  changes  in 
ordinary  Hospital  life,  during  successive  years,  are  so  slight,  as  to  afford 
little  matter  of  interest  to  those  who  are  not  part  of  that  life. 

And  though  the  manner  of  life  in  such  a  Hospital  as  this,  has  its  dis¬ 
tinguishing  peculiarities,  they  are  of  such  a  character  that  they  cannot 
properly  be  the  subject  of  remark  or  comment,  except  in  the  most  general 
way,  without  an  intrusion  into  that  privacy,  which  courtesy,  kindness  and 
due  respect  for  the  feelings  of  others  forbid  our  disturbing. 

We  have  great  reason  to  be  grateful  and  thankful  to  a  merciful  Provi¬ 
dence,  that  no  unusual  occurrence  has  disturbed  the  harmony  and  regu¬ 
larity  of  our  Hospital  life;  that  general  good  health  has  prevailed,  and 
that  we  have  been  favored  to  see  so  many  entirely  restored  to  themselves 
and  their  friends,  and  so  large  a  number  made  comfortable,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  dark  cloud  which  has  so  overshadowed  them  and  shut  out 
from  their  view  so  many  of  the  joys  and  pleasures  of  social  life. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  into  the  Hospital  during  the  year 
ending  December  81st,  1864,  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-five :  males 
seventy-seven,  females  fifty -eight. 

The  number  discharged  during  the  same  period  was  one  hundred  and 
thirty-five :  males  seventy-four,  females  sixty-one. 

The  whole  number  under  treatment  was  four  hundred  and  sixteen. 

The  number  in  the  Hospital  on  December  81st,  1864,  was  two  hundred 
and  eighty-one :  males  one  hundred  and  fifty-one,  and  females  one  hundred 
and  thirty.

The  farm  and  the  garden  continue  to  afford  very  great  auxiliaries  in  the 
treatment  of  many  of  the  male  patients.  The  principal  work  in  both  occurs 
at  a  season  when  many  men  need  and  are  much  benefited  by  the  amount 
of  labor  they  are  able  to  perform,  and  many  cases  of  restoration  may  be 
traced  to  the  beneficial  influence  which  has  been  received  from  daily  occu¬ 
pation,  irregular  as  it  may  have  been,  in  the  garden  or  on  the  farm.  The 
amount  of  good  which  these  auxiliaries  confer  on  many  of  the  inmates 
cannot  be  estimated  in  any  numerical  calculation,  being  of  that  character 
which  is  known  only  by  its  ultimate  results  It  must  be  borne  in  mind, 
however,  that  the  labor  of  the  insane  is  a  very  varying  element  in  all  our 
calculations,  and  often  when  most  needed,  least  available  This  arises 
from  the  variable  character  of  their  disorder,  their  inability  to  sustain  active 
regular  work,  and  the  fancies  and  caprices  which  control  so  many  in  such 
a  way  as  to  prevent  their  performance  of  any  systematic  labor. 

The  theory  of  the  regular  occupation  of  the  insane  is  very  simple  and 
very  easily  executed,  but  the  practice,  as  exemplified  in  the  experience  of 
those  who  have  most  thoroughly  and  most  effectively  tried  it  in  this  country, 
is  complex  and  expensive 

The  actual  money  value  of  the  farm,  the  garden  and  the  dairy  to  the 
Hospital  will  be  ascertained  from  the  following  summary  statement :

different  sections  of  the  world  having  an  historical  interest,  and  readings 
from  the  English  pOets  and  classics,  have  proved  a  valuable  means  of 
instruction  and  diversion.

required  to  do  so  by  the  Superintendent  :  and  if  he  shall  be  removed  by 
the  request  of  either  of  us,  or  by  any  one  before  the  expiration  of  three 
calendar  months  after  the  reception,  then  if  said  obligors  pay  board  for 
thirteen  weeks,  unless  should  be  sooner  cured,  and  if  they  also  pay, 

not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  for  all  damages  may  do  to  the  furniture 

or  other  property  of  the  Hospital,  and  for  reasonable  charges  in  case  of 
death  ;  such  payment  for  clothing  and  board  to  be  made  in  advance  quar¬ 
terly,  and  at  the  time  of  removal,  with  interest  on  each  bill  from  and  after 
the  time  it  becomes  due,  then  this  obligation  to  be  void,  otherwise  to 
remain  in  force.

ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

1.  Preparatory  to  the  admission  of  a  patient  (unless  when  committed 
by  order  of  a  court,)  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished  with  the  cer¬ 
tificate  of  a  physician  that  he  has  seen  and  examined  the  individual,  and 
believes  him  or  her  to  be  insane,  with  a  request  from  a  near  relative  or 
a  friend  that  the  patient  may  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  and  a  bond, 
with  satisfactory  security,  for  the  payment  of  board  and  other  expenses 
while  in  the  institution.  All  private  patients  thus  received,  shall  make  a 
payment  of  thirteen  weeks’  board  in  advance,  when  brought  to  the  Hospital; 
and  if  taken  away  uncured,  and  against  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Superintendent,  within  that  period,  no  part  of  said  payment  shall  be 
refunded. 

2.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  the  order  of  any  court, 
justice,  judge,  directors  of  the  poor  of  a  county,  or  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  a  township  or  poor  district,  the  order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof, 
by  which  such  person  is  sent,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent. 

Those  who  may  bring  a  patient  with  any  such  order  or  warrant  will  be 
required  to  pay  at  the  time  of  the  admission  of  the  patient,  sixty-five  dol¬ 
lars. 
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3.  Bach  patient  before  admission  shall  he  made  perfectly  cleaD,  and  be 
free  from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new  shirts,  a 
new  and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  of  strong  woolen  cloth,  three 
pairs  of  woolen  socks,  a  black  stock  or  cravat,  a  good  hat  or  cap,  a  pair  of 
new  shoes  or  boots,  together  with  a  comfortable  outside  garment. 

5.  Each  female  patient,  in  addition  to  the  same  quantity  of  under  gar¬ 
ments,  shoes  and  stockings,  shall  have  a  flannel  petticoat,  two  good  dresses, 
also,  a  cloak,  or  other  outside  garment.  In  case  the  patient  is  so  much 
excited  as  not  to  admit  of  being  thus  clothed,  other  clothing  that  can  be 
kept  on,  that  is  comfortable  and  in  sufficient  quantity,  with  a  change  thereof, 
may  be  substituted. 

6.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent  with 
those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  improved,  and  when  they 
attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self-respect  may  be  pre¬ 
served.  In  all  cases,  the  patient’s  best  clothing  should  be  sent;  it  will  be 
carefully  preserved,  and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purpose 
above  mentioned.  Jewelry  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c. 
should  be  left  at  home  as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost. 

7.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  if 
possible,  some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  accompany  him 
to  the  Hospital,  from  whom  minute  but  often  essential  particulars  may  be 
learned. 

8.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending  and  attendance,  for  all 
who  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  a 
week.  For  private  patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves  or  their 
friends,  the  price  varies  from  three  to  ten  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble 
and  expense  incurred,  and  according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher  prices 
are  paid  by  a  special  agreement  with  the  Superintendent,  for  extra  atten¬ 
tions  and  accommodations.  When  patients  are  sent  by  the  county  or 
township  authorities,  payment  is  required  at  the  time  of  admission,  for 
twenty-six  weeks  in  advance,  and  quarterly  afterwards.  When  the  patient 
is  supported  by  tbe  friends,  payments  are  required  quarterly  in  advance. 

9.  A  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties  will  be  required  for  the  payment 
of  the  board  and  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  patient,  when  dis¬ 
charged,  of  all  persons. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  such  a  bond;  and, 
if  strangers,  bring  evidence  of  their  responsibility. 
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The  friends  of  patients  making  application  for  admission  into  the  Penn- 
sylvania  State  Lunatic  Hospital,  at  Harrisburg,  are  requested,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  family  physician,  to  annex  full  and  complete  answers  to 
the  following  questions  : 

1.  What  is  the  patient’s  name  ? 

What  is  the  age  ? 

Is  single  or  married  ? 

2.  Where  was  born  ? 

Where  is  present  residence  ? 

3.  What  is  occupation  ? 

If  a  female,  that  of  the  husband  or  father. 

4.  When  did  the  first  symptoms  of  insanity  occur,  and  in  what  manner  ? 

5.  Is  this  the  first  attack  ?  if  others,  when  and  what  was  their  duration  ? 

6.  Has  the  patient  any  permanent  hallucination;  and  what  is  its  nature  ? 

7.  Has  the  patient  any  disposition  to  injure  others  ?  If  so,  is  it  from 

premeditation  or  sudden  passion  ? 

8.  Does  the  propensity  to  suicide  exist  ?  Ha3  the  patient  ever  made 

an  attempt  ?  if  so,  in  what  manner  ? 

9.  Has  the  patient  a  disposition  to  destroy  clothing,  furniture,  &c. 

Is  the  patient  cleanly  in  habits  ? 

10.  What  was  the  patient’s  natural  disposition  ?  Was  there  any  pecu¬ 

liarity  or  eccentricity  ? 

11.  Have  any  members  of  the  family  ever  been  insane  ?  On  the  father’s 

or  mother’s  side  ?  Were  the  parents  blood  relations  ? 

12.  Has  the  patient  ever  been  addicted  to  the  intemperate  use  of  intoxi¬ 

cating  drinks,  opium  or  tobacco  ?  Does  the  patient  indulge  in 
any  improper  habits  ? 

13.  Has  the  patient  ever  had  an  injury  of  the  head,  epilepsy  or  any 

hereditary  disease,  sudden  suppression  of  any  eruption  or  accus¬ 
tomed  discharge  ? 

14.  What  is  the  cause  of  this  attack  ? 

15.  Has  any  restraint  or  confinement  been  resorted  to  ?  If  so,  of  what 

kind  and  for  how  long  ? 

16.  Has  the  patient  received  any  medical  treatment?  has  been  bled, 

cupped  or  blistered  ? 

17.  State  any  other  particulars  of  the  patient’s  history,  which  may  have 

a  bearing  on  the  present  attack.
